TRW/ARC Executive Board Meeting - October 8, 1969 


The monthly meeting of the TRW Systems Amateur Radio Club Executive Board 
was called to order at 12:10 PM on Wednesday, October 8th, 1969 in M3/2664 
at Space Park. Those present included: 


Doug Heydon, Al Lee, Bill Dews, Fred Reed, 
Ed Thornley, Carl Rothrock, and Bill Thompson. 


OLD BUSINESS

Bill Dews reported receipt of the SEA alottment check acknowledgement 
form, 


Doug Heydon requested the club's equipment insurance investigation be held 
open until the November Executive Meeting. 


Fred Reed requested the program plan for converting the Club QSL toa 
new design be held open until the November Executive Meeting. 


Ed Thornley's report regarding the club station's security revealed several 
items: 
- a) no firm committment has yet been received 
regarding regular watch surveillance. 


b) Modifications to a wall and an air conditioning 
duct were discussed with Facilities; an estimate 
will be made for consideration. 


c) One of the Club's rooms has been acquired for 
another activity. The ARC's “right of possession” 
of this room will not be challenged, since near- 
term plans cannot justify any claim. It was agreed 
that our use of the space still available to us will 
keep us occupied for the forseeable future. 


d) ‘Three separate Saturday work ''parties'' accomplished 
considerable re-adjustment of the Club's station 
and equipment. Two more are planned, including 
an antenna erection on October 25th. 


Bill Dews discussed current 'dues-delinquent'' members and related problems 
with incorrect mail stations for 6rosstalk distribution. Future €rosstalk 
mailings will delete names of members for whom the Treasurer has no 
current address. Bill re-stated his previous proposal for "incentive dues" 
and the subject was discussed. It was moved (Al Lee), seconded (Rothrock), 
and unanimously voted to revise the Club By-Laws to include two types of 
incentive dues: 


a) Thirteen-months of membership for $2.00, if paid 
prior to the due's expiration date;

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SILENT KEYS By Herb Gleed (W6FQ) and Fred Reed (W6UMC) 


Within the past few weeks two TRW employees associated with the Amateur Radio 
Club have died. 


John T. Chambers, a former club member, died on October 5. The W6NLZ call sign 
is well known in UHF ham circles. John was an avid experimenter. His time was 
spent largely in development with very little actual time on the air. His 
contributions to ham radio were rewarded when he and KH6UK became co-winners of 
the Edison Award in 1961. 


John was contributing editor of the now defunct "VHF Horizons" and had a continuous 
stream of articles appearing in various publications, the last of which was in "cq" 
for September 1969, describing a parametric amplifier with an ultra low noise figure. 
He was also author of "Saw Tooth Theory of Sunspot Cycles" which was published in 
the proceedings of the IRE. 


Together with KH6UK, John made the first 2-way QSO with Hawaii on 144 MHz and 220 
MHz. They are also credited with the first one-way communication to Hawaii on 

432 MHz. John was the first to make a transcontinental QSO via "Oscar III" amateur 
satellite and was currently busy with work at 1296 MHz and 2500 MHz. He was also a 
very active participant in the TRW club “Oscar Iv" effort. 


He leaves his wife, Maureen, an extra class licensee and a son eleven years of age. 


On September 4, 1969, Bob Engelhardt, a fellow club member, succumbed to a stroke. 
Bob was a Senior Buyer for ESD. He was the kind of man that wanted so much to 

be able to relax by virtue of amateur radio. The particular work effort in which 
he was engaged for TRW dictated that he work long hours and do an extensive 

amount of traveling. His interest in amateur radio stemed from many hours of 
traveling with various club members. This interest developed to the point that he 
was stodying the code and reading the license manual at the time of his death. He 
thoroughly enjoyed reading CROSS TALK and looked forward to the day when he could 
participate in some of the club activities. He will indeed be missed by all of 
his friends and fellow workers.

The TH6-DX beam 
Antenna has been assembled and painted. The rotator checked, coax cut and run and a 
rotator control cable made up.

A phone check will be made, so please make yourself available 
for this important job. 


The Swan 500 has been put back on the air using the 14 AVS vertical antenna. We have 
a high background noise level, but we hope to clean this up.

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We'd like to remind all members who have not yet responded to the request for 
their opinion on the Annual Banquet to do so before the end of the month. The 
response to date has not been overwhelming, but there is a definite interest.

August Meyers, the garage owner who fixed Model "T's", apperson “Jack Rabbits" and 
even the one electric car in town, married the maid from our hotel. After the honey~ 
moon, he bought a "tube set" with earphones. I went calling. 


I was only 9 at the time, but many nights I would sneak out of bed to go share the 
headset with Augie until 3 AM. That's when we heard KFI and KOA. My favorite 
listening post was at the undertaking parlor (upstairs in the furniture store). 
They had Atwater-Kent units. 


Atwater-Kent had eye appeal. Picture a long mahogany board holding gleaming brown 
bakelite modules with bright green double-cotton covered windings, and golden brass 
binding posts. Variometer, 3 tube 201A module, interstage transformers. A cone 
speaker! 

Gentlemen, my world.was beautiful - 50 years ago. 

Dean Martin on T.V. has brought back a phrase as apt today as when I first heard it then. 


"Keep those cards and letters coming in, Folks." 


The peculiarity of radio has always been that questioning void, which in any other 
medium of communication would offer some visible response - other than a meter. 


I have generated many BLIPS to meet CROSS TALK deadlines, sometimes editing my type 
of humor (or promotion stunts) at 4 AM.
